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petition for acceptance of the present application without the 
signature of an inventor who refuses to join in the 
application.

See accompanying Declaration of 
Yves Trelohan and Exhibits E and F, submitted herewith. 
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According to the rules of the French Post Office, a 
registered letter is only delivered to the person specifically 
mentioned on the registered letter. It can only be delivered 
to another person when this person has a power to that effect. 
See accompanying Declaration of Yves Trelohan. 

Mr. Trelohan never received any response from Mr. 
Congard with respect to either of these letters. See 
accompanying Declaration of Yves Trelohan. 

POINTS TO BE REVIEWED AND ACTION REQUESTED 
As the accompanying evidence establishes that 
Patrice Congard refuses to execute the present application and 
all of the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §1.47 (a) have been 
complied with, it is requested that the present application be 
accepted as having been made by the other inventor on behalf 
of himself and the omitted inventor in accordance with 3 5 
U.S.C. §116 and 37 C.F.R. §1. 47(a). 

MEMORANDUM IN SUPPORT 
37 C.F.R. §1.47 (a) provides that if a joint inventor 
refuses to join in an application for patent or cannot be 
found or reached after diligent effort, the application may be 
made by the other inventor on behalf of himself or herself and 
the non- signing inventor. The declaration must be accompanied 
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by a petition, including proof of the pertinent facts, the fee 
set forth in §1. 17(g), and the last known address of the non- 
s igning inventor . 

A declaration signed by other inventor on his own 
behalf and on behalf of the non- signing inventor is filed on 
even date herewith, along with an authorization to pay the fee 
required by 37 C.F.R. §1. 17(g). Also filed herewith is a 
Declaration of Yves Trelohan, setting forth the relevant facts 
and submitting the relevant documentary evidence. The 
Declaration of Mr. Yves Trelohan, manager of Screen Research, 
establishes that all of the necessary documents, including the 
translation of the PCT application for filing in the United 
States and the Combined Declaration and Power of Attorney for 
his signature were sent to Mr. Congard by registered mail on 
March 23, 2006. When no response was received to this letter, 
a second registered letter was sent on June 5, 2006, this time 
with a return receipt postcard attached. The returned 
postcard indicated that the letter had been delivered and 
accepted by Mr. Congard or his duly appointed agent on June 
10, 2006.

All of the above facts, as evidenced by the Trelohan 
Declaration and the accompanying exhibits, establish that the 
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actions of Mr. Congard constitute a refusal. Accordingly, 
this petition should be granted.
